President Hareison remarked in one
ol his lnte speeches that he hoped no
American eitizen will ever bogrudge the
president of the United Stutes the re-
freshment which comes from oceasional
visits through the country. He may
have been moved tosay this by the criti-
cism of his journeying which recently
appoared in a New York newspaper, in
which was quoted a letter of Jefferson
wheon he was president, declining an in-
vitation to visit Vermont nnd expressing
the opinion that the chiof magistrate of
the nution ought to remain at the seut
of government, where there Is always a
demand for his presence.  President
Jefferson stated that he found no time to
gpare from nis duties, and the labors of
the excoutive office were not so great
then ns now.

Thomas Jefferson wns 0 very remurk-
able man, and in no respect wns
he more distinguished than for «
high  sensa of duty. Ho wns  ex-
tremely  careful in  his intercourse
with the people not to do unything that
would have the appenrance of self-spek-
ing. He kept aloof from the people lest
it might secm that he was endeavoring
to work up popularity. Ile was an un-
pretentions man, lnstinctively hostile to
show and parade.  All this was com-
mendable, but it is guite possible to ad-
mira the character of Jefferson and at
the same time approve the course of
President Harrvison in visiting among

the people and moking  himself
anequainted  with the country.  This
wis  n comparvitively  Inslgnificant

country, spenking of material conditions,
when Jofferson was president,  The
population of the sevonteen states wns
less than 6,000,000, the industry of tho
people was wholly agricultural, and in
all respects the union of the Jefferson
ern war 1o the union of toduy ns the n-
funt is to the matured man.  Besides, in
those dnys traveling was a Inborious
task, and not a pleasure as now, It
would huave been a toilsome jour-
noy for Jeiferson from Washington
to Bennington, Vi, occupying several
days in an uncomfortable conch, whare-
as now Lthe teip is made ina few houps
without the least discomfort. We von-
ture o think that with sll his regard
for duty and hiz care to avoid the ap-
pearance of seeking popularity, if Jeffor-
gon had had the facilities to travel which
the people of teday have ho would have
gone about o groat aeal wore than he
did. But travellng in his day was done
only when atsolutely necessary, becuuse
it was & task nttended by more or less
hardship.

Ninety years ago It was not important
sithor w president or people that thoy
should personally know each other. [t
fs important now, No man who doos
not know the country from personal ob-
servation, mod who huas not miogled
with the people widely, is fully qualified
W acceptably Al the presidential
oMices Such w man might faith-

[ fully executs the Inws, but  the
chief magistrate is something moro than
a machine to etrey out the will of con-
gross, o is required to suggest legls-
latlon and to advise congross regarding
the public needs, nod the more thorough
his nequaintance with the country and
the people the better qualified a presi-
dent will be to rocommend and counsel
wisely, It is woll to encourage respaot
for the opinions and mothods of the
founders of the republic.  For the moat
part they are a safe gulde. DBut
tho changed conditions munke it oot
simply expedient, but absolutely noves-
sary to ndopt different mothods, Prosl-
dent Harrison Is far better equipped for
the dutivas of his office for having made
a teip through a portion of the south and
woest and for his visit to Vormont, and if
this is s0 the people ought to get some
benefit from it.  His Inst trip gave him
an opportunity to say some things which
are of great value, Meanwhile the busi-
ness of the governmoent hns gone on and
the country Is in all respects just ns well
off as if the president had remained con-
tinuously in Washington,

Nothing but the grossest mis-
management of the most unlikely
character can prevent this, Har place
is fixed by an almost unalterable fate
and the great packing houses of which
wo nra now so proud and the well ap-
pointed yards which now attract stock
from all the great western states will in
ton years bo surpassed by but one other
conter in the union, nnd that one is Chi-
eago. It is not impossible that
Omaha may eventually outstrip even
Chicsago in certain lines of the stock in-
dustry. We do not hall understand the
ndvantages which nature, enterprise
and the development of our country are
brining us, It Is an inspiration for
the futura to visit South Omaha nnd ro-
fleet, upon the growth of thut suburb in
soven yoars and then attempt to forecast
her agsured future and its importance
to this city.

OMAHA RESOURCES IN THE SOIL.

Land in the vieinity of Omaha is
worth from $500 to $1,500 an nere, It is
of course too valuable for corn nnd small
grain, Tt must not on this aceount go
uncultivated, however, and naturally
its ownere turn to other products. THE
BeER has frequently adverted to the
profits of truck gardening and fruit
growing in these columns and its position
upon this subject has been criticized
somewhat because in a bounteous season
like the present the market gardeneor
finds the demuand unequal to the supply.
This is, however, no proof that truck
furming, if properly couducted, is not a
promising resource. Aside from the
possibilities of export to the mining
camps of the west there are reasons in
the bounteous yield which makes
the supply greator  than the
demnnd, for the establishmont here of
canning, pickling, preserving and dry-
ing establishments, which would not
only provide for large exports, but sup-
ply the local market in the wintor and
give employment to working poople, It
is u curious fact that in the face of this
abundance and with the knowledge
that four years out of every five
the fertile soil of Douglas county
brings certain and prolitic erops there
are no institutions to spoak of for utiliz-
ing these resources, and the grocers of
Omnha import for winter consumption
the very products which go to waste hore
inthosummer and sutumn.  Land worth
F1000 por acre must yield 8150 per acre to
be profitable.  In ordinary crops this is
impossible, In garden products it will
froguently full short if no attempt be
mide to cure them for times of greater
demand,
